SARL COUNCIL POSTAL BALLOT NO LONGER NECESSARY 


Following last year’s call for nominations for election to Council, a total of 16 
nominations were received for the 15 positions on Council. In accordance with 
the Constitution this required that a postal ballot be held. 


Vice-President Peter Hers ZS6PHD has now indicated that he is withdrawing 
his nomination. This means that a postal ballot will no longer be necessary, 
and the remaining nominees will automatically take office following the AGM, 
scheduled for 3rd April 2004 in Johannesburg. 


Peter has indicated that he is withdrawing for personal reasons but will continue 
to support the SARL, and play an active role in support of the new Council. 
In his letter of withdrawal he states: “I got involved in SARL matters last 
year in an honest attempt to resolve the difficulties in which the SARL found 
itself. It was not my intention to get elected onto Council. I have found that 
SARL matters have occupied a large proportion of my time to the detriment 
of my personal life, and prevented progress on some major personal projects. I 
will continue with my responsibilities on Council until the AGM, and will be 
available to assist the new Council in a limited capacity should it so desire. I 
wish the new Council all success in its endeavours to strengthen the SARL and 
develop our hobby in the future.” 


CALL TO MEMBERS TO UPDATE EMAIL ADDRESSES 


How many SARL members have access to the Internet? A recent survey indi- 
cates that over 70% of members have email addresses, and the percentage is 
increasing steadily. 


This trend has important advantages for the SARL, as it will allow the SARL 
to substantially reduce postage costs. Last year, for example, it cost the SARL 
around R2-40 to print and mail each renewal notice via the normal mail system, 
resulting in a total cost to members of almost R5000. Further costs are incurred 
when reminders are sent out to those who do not respond within a few months. 
These costs would come down to less than R250 if all SARL members could be 
contacted via email. 


Members who do have email accounts are requested to check that the SARL has 
the correct email address. This can be done online by accessing the callbook 
on the SARL web site at www.sarlorg.za/callbook.asp. Any corrections can be 
submitted directly from the website. You do not need to be a member of the 
SARL to check your entry.

SOLAR ACTIVITY 


Tad Cook, K7RA, of Seattle, Washington, reported that, average daily sunspot 
numbers were down a little from a week earlier, as were the daily solar flux 
numbers. Average daily planetary A index was slightly higher. Geomagnetic 
indices settled down February 16-19 to yield some nice HF conditions. There 
weren’t many sunspots, so the MUF wasn’t as high as it was, say, several years 
ago, but the quiet conditions are a welcome respite from the stormy geomagnetic 
conditions of late. 


The quiet conditions should continue though this weekend—good news for those 
participating in the ARRL International DX Contest (CW). Predicted planetary 
A index for Friday through Monday, February 20-23, is 10, 10, 12 and 12. Solar 
flux is expected to stay below 100 until around Leap Year Day, February 29.
